Cris- 
tobal was laid waste and in the raid twelve 
Cuban families who had returned home to 
procure food by Weyler’s permission were 
exterminatekh Many of the Cubans, warned 
of the raid, fled to the woods or many more 
would have been butchered. 


Gomez Swears Revenge. 


Gen. Gomez has sworn a terrible oath, it 
is reported, to make the Spanish suffer for 
the death of his beloved son Francisco, 
He was profoundly affected by the news of 
the killine of Maceo and young Gomez. He 
believes th were decoyed by the Spanish 
to their death. The Cuban commander-in- 
chief is advancing westward, but, being in- 
cumbered with artillery and supplies, his 
progress is slow.

HAVANA PAPER AGAINST AUTONOMY. 


El Diario De La Marina Comments on 
Canovasns’ Interview. 

Havana, Cuba, Dec. 20. — [Copyrighted, 
1896, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.}—El Diario de la Marina ina 
leading editorial comments on its Madrid 
dispatches, recounting Minister Taylor’s 
latest interview with the Spanfsh Premier, 
Sefior Canovas. The object of Mr. Taylor’s 
visit, the Diario surmises, was to outline 
President Cleveland’s recent message, or, 
in accordance with special instructions, in- 
timate the desire of the Washington Gov- 
ernment that Spain should concede to Cuba 
immediate home rule as an inducement to 
the rebels to lay down their arms, thus se- 
curing the speedy and, as Mr. Cleveland 
affects to belleve, the permanent and lasting 
pacification of the island under the flag of 
Spain. 

Sefior Canovas is quoted as having main- 
tained in positive and most energetic lan- 
guage the right of Spain toesolve the ques- 
tien in her own way and without foreign 
pressure of interference, the matter being 
only one of purely domestic politics—a fam- 
ily quarrel, as it were, into which next-door 
neighbors can have no legal right to enter. 


Will Never Cede Autononiy. 


_Sefior Canovas is quoted as saying that 
spain is prepared to grant to Cuba sweep- 
ing reforms the moment the present insurrec- 
tion is ¢rushed and Spain’s absolute sov- 
ereignty is admitted by all, to give to the 
Cubans @ larger voice in the local adminis- 
tration of affairs, but that Spain never will 
concede such a far-reaching measure of 
autonomy as Great Britain gave to Canada. 

Senor Catiovas’ closing words, as reported, 
were that Spain desires peace, but is resolved 
to maintain her national integrity, honor, 
and dignity at all costs, and is determined to 
cede hothing inimical to her rights of sov- 
ereignty, even in the face of threatened war 
with the United States. This declaration is 
highly commended by El Diario, the organ of 
the Refermist party of Cuba, and by the 
leading \papers in Havana as weil as in 
Spain. 


Quotes the Premier. 

El Diario regards home rule upon Cana- 
dian lines as impracticable in Cuba and 
quotes from a speech by Sefior Canovas 
befors the Cortes at Madrid, in which he 
made use of this expression:

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SPAIN CAN BE 


OLNEY SENDS ASSURANCES TO THE 


SPANISH GOVERNMENT. 


Minister De Lome Cables to Madria 
He Has the Word of the Secretary of 
State That the Imdependence of 
Cuba Will Not Be Recognired Be- 
fore March—WiH Attempt. te Crush 
the Insurrection Before That Time 
—Interviews with Officials. 


Madrid, Dec. 20.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.]}—The explicit an- 
nouncement is made that Scfior Dupuy de 
Lome, the Spanish MinfSter at Washington, 
has telegraphed to his government here that 
he had a conference: with. Mr, Olmey, the- 
Secretary of State, in.the course of which 
the latter assured him that Spain might 
rest tranquil until March, at least, since, 
despite the attitude of Congress, President 
Cleveland would not recognize the -inde- 
pendence of Cuba. ' 

A representative of the Associated Press 
sought to secure an expression from the 
War Office on the relations wita the United 
States as influenced by the action of the 
Senate Foreign Relations committee on the 
Cameron resolution. Gen. Marcelo de Az- 
carraza, the Minister of War, was suffer- 
ing from an in@isposition and was not able 
to be interviewed. But a number of high 
officials of the War Office consented to sup- 
plement the expressions securéd yesterday 
from the Foreign Office. 

Spain Able to Meet Any Emergency. 

These officials stated that Captain-Gen- 
eral Weyler in Cuba had received instruc- 
tions to hurry up his campdign by the de- 
livery of a bold stroke against the insur* 
gents in order to prevent the Cubans from 
rallying from the disaster of Maceo’s death, 
and in order to deprive the Americans of 
any pretext for a demand for Cuban inde- 
pendence. It was .added that Spain was 
quite able to meet the situation, and can 
promptly mobilize as many as 500,000 fresh 
troops*in addition ta:those now engaged 
in Cuba and the Philippines, The officials of 
the War Department explained that large or- 
ders have been placed abroad for arms and 
ammunition, and Spaiy’s-rifie and munition 
factories are worxing day and night to 
provide against any possible external com-~- 
plications that. may arise’ in Cuba or the 
Philippines. ' 

Can Send 500,000. More Troops. 

“The War Office,” said one of the high 
officials in that departmént today, “ will 
not provoke, nor will it flinch from'any con- 
test upon which depends the nationa! honor. 
The army can rely upon absolute support, 
with patriotic enthusiasm and with the en- 
tire resources Of thé Country.’ We,can land 
half a million more soldiers in.Cuba within 
three months. We believe that the princi- 
pal inhabitants of Cuba would uncondition- 
ally support Spain against the Americans.” 

War Office offftials also assert that Cap- 
tain-General Weyler’s army -will not be al- 
lowed to return to the Spanish péninsula ex- 
cept as victors. It is claimed that.Gen, Az- 
carraga, Minister of War, is considered the 
ablest though quietest organizer of modern 
times and that he is perfectly able to carry 
out the War Office statement that if circum- 
stances compel them to do so they are ready 
to meet complications with the United 
States. . 

Castelar Has Faith in America. 


Sefior Emilio Castelar, the distinguished 
Spanish republican, was asked his opinion 
on the relations between Spain and the 
Tnited States. In reply Sefior Castelar gave 
the following signed statement: 

‘Inspired by high patriotism, joined with 
a great appreciation of the American peo- 
ple, I believe that the sense of justice and 
the material interest of the majority of the 
people of the United States will prevent a 
war with Spain, through whose instrumental- 
ity the New World was discovered, by which 
Americans have been most highly bene- 
fited.”’ 

In the course of an interview Sefior Cas- 
telar said further that he was acting as.a 
bond of union between the Liberals and 
Conservatives in order to secure the agree- 
ment of all parties in Spain to ward off or 
repel any outrage upon the national! honor. 
He had secured a good understan UDA. ne 
said, between Sefior Canovas del Casfilte, 
the President of the Council, and Sefior 
Sagasta, ex-Premier of the Liberal Govern- 
ment, thus strengthening the hands of the 
government tocarry out the necessary meas- 
ures to satisfy the reasonable demands of 
outsiders and affording content to the col- 
onies, while always defending the national 
honor. 


Could Inflict Serious Damage. 


Sefior Castelar considers that if she were 
pushed to desperation Spain could iuflict 
serious damage upon the United States in 
caap of war. ‘She cannot refuse it while right 
and honor are on herside. Nor would Spain 
be alone. Grave international complications 
would ensue.’”’ 

Sefier Castelar pointed out that he consid- 
ers international wars at the present day a 
disgrace to modern civilization. Such a 
war, he thought, would be more illogical for 
the United States than for any other nation. 
He regarded the United States as the model 
for all other nations in avoiding wars and 
seeking the settlement of international dis- 
putes by arbitration. 

A dispatch received here from Havana says 
that the rebels in Santa Clara Province have 
been scattered into small groups and have 
thus been made powerless to resist the ac- 
tivity of the Spanish cavalry. 

The Spanish Government is informed that 
the Dutch Government has given orders to its 
colonists to prevent the exportation of arms 
and ammunition of. war for the rebels in the 
Philippine Islands. 


Will Not Brook Attack. 


According to interviews published in Mad- 
rid newspapers Sefior Canovas is repre- 
sented as saying that everything is ready to 
apply reform in the Spanish Weat Indies, 
but that will all depend upon the course of 
the campaign in Cuba. The reforms, he 
says, will be applied first to Puerto Rico, 
but nothing has been decided upon the sub- 
ject, - pending the receipt of further dis- 
patches from Capt.-Gen. Wevyler. 

‘While I am Prémier,”’ said Sefior Cano- 
‘vas, ‘‘ Spain will not provoke a conflict with 
the Tinited States, but I will brook no at- 
tack on the sovereignity of Spain. I say 
this calmly, but I am resolved to abide by it. 
That is my last word.” 

pe oly José Maria Beranger, the Minister 
of Marine, expressed his views regarding 
the existing relations between Spain and the 
Urited States as follows: 

“1 consider a rupture between Spain and 
the United States tmprobable, but with a 
view of averting any chance ofa conflict 
the Spanish men-of-war in Cuban waters. 


have received strict instructions to avoid learned 


any friction with the United States. Never- 
theless, in order to be prepared for any 
emergency, I have ordered the vessels build- 
ing abroad and at home for the government 
to be completed rapidlg for service. The 
marine infantry will be strongly organized 
and.all the seamen in the maritime districts 
will be enrolled... Should a war unfortunate- 
ly arise, the mercantile marine would be 
fitted out on numerous privateers manned 
by picked crews, which would be capable 
of inflicting creat damage upon American 
shipping on the high seas and on unfortified 
American seaports.” 

Admiral Beranger expressed his belief that 
the Spanish navy. in the daring of crews 
and the strength of the Spanish, was a 
match for the American. He expressed the 
hope, however, that Spain would only re- 
quire. its navy to defend its colonial posses- 
sions from insurgent criminais without any 
international conflict. 


TAYLOR REASSURES THE SPANIARDS 


Says Cameron Resolution Will Have 
No Practical Effect. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Madrid, Dec. 20.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.j]—Minister Taylor 
affirme that Senator Cameron’s resolution 
will have no practical result, since the gov- 
ernment is able to count on a sufficient num- 
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inat the Spanish Govern- 
ment is at present negotiating any commer- 
cial treaty with. the United States. Sefior 
Canovas and the Duke of Tetuan are never- 
theless ready to renew the agreement with 
thé United States providing for commercial 
reciprocity. Sefior Canovas has given a full 
and detailed account to the Queen of the 
proceédings in the Senate at Washington. 
.-The Bipoca is. the paper which, inspired by 
fior Canovas, says that the act of the Yan- 
ee Sénators affords ground for reflection 
and reserve as regards future action.» It 
shows the dualism existing between the Yan- 
kee institutions and general public ‘opinion 
on Cuban affairs, since while many Govern- 
ors. of States and municipaiities are hostile 
to Spaia, they are in contradiction to the 
Constitution of 1787. It blames the United 
States for permitting the enlistment of men 
for Cuba in order to increase the rebellion, 
saying: 

“This shows bankruptcy of the Federal 
Government, and it would not be strange if 
the. powers of Europe guaranteed the ap- 
plication and observance of the rights of 
nations. This would, however, be grave 
danger.”’ ‘ 

El Dia declares the Spanish Cabinet 
has cheated public opinion respecting rela- 
tions with the Washington government and 
demands energetic action, saying tuai the 
Junta of Cuban defense ought to declare 
commercial war with the United States and 
by tightening its relations with the mother 
country break them off with the Yankees. 
It recommends energy every moment in 
every matter in order to maintain untar- 
nished the honor of Spain against the ra- 
pacity of the United Statcs and urges the 
people to show this quality, since the gov- 
ernment has not yet done so. 

Fl Correo recommends vigor and ‘the 
joint conduct of diplomatic negotiations at 
Washington with military action in Cuba. 

El Heraldo says that conflict with the 
United States béing inevitable and coming 
sooner than people think, it ought to find 
Spain ready. The people have seen to what 
lengths Spain has gone.in the direciion of 
concessions and humiliations. Now the gov- 
ernment should let them see how far the 
country can goin energeticaction. . 

The Correspondencia declares that all the 
resources of the country must be drained to.

WEYLER.IS. PROVEN A FAILURE, 


Campaign Without a Battle—No Near- 
er Crashing the Revolution. 

New York Sun: We have carefully ex- 
amined each. and every, Spanish dispatch 
sent. from Havana during the ‘ive weeks’ 
¢eampaign of Weyler against Gen, Maceo in 
the Province of Pinar del Rie, from the 
day he left Havana, Nov. 8, till the day 
of his return to Havana, immediately after 
the murder of his famous adversary. We 
have sought to learn something about the. 
campaign and the battles of it, and about 
any success Weyler may have won,, other. 
than that near Punta Brava; where Maceo 
fell. ' 
We have been unable to ascertain that 
Weyler was at any time an actor in fhe 
campaign, or ever took direction of any bat- 
tle, or ever risked his uniform near any 
field, or ever approached any place where 
there was danger. So fat as can be ascer- 
tained, the Spanish troops were defeated in 
the only encounter deserving of the namé of 
an engagement, the only one whichWeyler 
had anything at all todo with: 

When he first started out in bis campaign, 
under peremptory orders fram Madrid, he 
had 25,000 men, organizéd in divisions. He 
spent most of the week ‘in reviewing his 
troops. We.were informed that he had 
sent out reconnoitering parties to look 
for Maceo, who, however, could not be 
found by any -of-them,..We get reports of a 
number of; skirmishe} far‘from his head- 
quarters, of the alarm and eénfusion in the 
rebel camp, of the daily movements of the 
Spaniards in the game of hide-and-seek, of 
the burning of a number of rebel hospitals, 
and of the fright created among the 
pacificesa by the killing of some hundreds 
of their number. At the end of a fortnight 
Weyler returned to Havana, where he spent 
the next week ‘in the execution of the decrée 
for a forced loan. 

He reported that the rebels had fled be- 
fore him, that he could not induce them to 
engage in battle, and that he would destroy 
them upon his return to the field. He 
had Becomplished mothing. He gave orders 
for the reinforcement of his expeditionary 
army, and 8,000 fresh troops were at once 
added*to it His plan now was to Jay siege 
to Maceo’s stronghold and starve him out 
before Christmas. 

He left Havana the second time, Nov. 27, 
for the purpose of trying again, but he 
learned from his staff that it would be im- 
possible to prosecute the campaign any 
further then on account of the rainy 
weather. 

Meanwhile bodies of rebels had made their 
appearance a hundred miles to the west- 
ward, far in his rear, some of them raiding 
freely in the Province of Matanzas and 
others in the Prevince of. Havana. But 
Weyler was. not to be diverted from his 
purpose by these rebels. ’ 

The divisions of his expeditionary army 
were again engaged in reconnoltering the 
country. There were a number of skir- 
mishes, one of them at Cayajabos, near the 
rear of the main body of the expédition, 
in which the Spaniards were routed. We 
were next told that Weyler had ‘‘ departed 
for the hills’ on Dec. 2; he was out of sight 
for a week. We got news of a combat near 
the River Sasa, which ended in the retire- 
ment. of Gen. Lopez Amor, the Spanish 
commander. Additional reinforcements to 
Weyler’s army joined the expedition. 

On Dec. 7 we received a dispatch from 
Havana that Gen. Maceo had, for reasons 
unknown, left his stronghold; he was re- 
ported to be at Weyler’s rear, in the 
neighborhood of the trocha. _The next day 
we received the report of Maceo» death. 
The news was that he had been killed, 
Dec. 4, in a fight with a force under Maj. 
Cirujeda. The many narratives of the cir- 


rf cumstances of his death sent from Havana 


since then have been full of contradictions, 
but after a most careful perusal of all of 
them we are led to.give credit to the re- 
ports from the Cuban side that Maceo was 
assassinated, in pursuance of a plot devised 
by Weyler,. who, immediately after. he 
that his enetny had been treacher- 
ously slain, hastened to Havana, where for 
the last few days he has been applauded as 
if.a conqueror, for the glory of Spain. 

We have made up this chronicle of Wey- 
ler’s first and only campaign in the present 
war from the Havana dispatches sent to us 
by the Spanish censor. We have hadhardly 
any intelligence concefning it from the 
officers of the Cuban army. 

All Spain has been filled with rejoicing 
over Weyler’s triumphant campaign. 

It has been a campaign without a battle, 
without any successful result other than a 
murder. and without honor to the man who 
conducted it, if, indeed, it cam be said tWat 
he ever took any part in it. 

It has been a disgraceful 
beginning to end.

Rough’ Riding Clab Is Organized and 
Equipped in New York. 
New York, Dec. 20.—[Special.]}—Members 


.of the Rough Riding club of New York are 


stalwart fellows, anxious to be posted in all 
that appertains to a thoroughly trained man. 
The title of the club, though, Would never 
lead one to expect to see the menrbers turned 
out in neat, correct uniforms very much on 
the same lines as a British lancer. . They are, 
in fact, being thoroughly drilled as lancers, 
and within a very short period will contrib- 
ute a smart and efficient body of cavalrymen. 
The corps was originated by its commander, 
Capt. Rawson Tirner, late of her Maj sty’s 
service, and one of the officers that came to 
this country. with the ill-starred military 
tournament company that appeared in Chi- 
cago during the World’s Fair and later in 
this city.

MORE DEFECTS IN THE 


TEXAS. 


Twelwe-iInch Turrets of the Great War- 
ship Are Unmanageable. 

New York, Dec. 20.—[Special.}—By far the 

greater part of the work now going on at the 


Brooklyn Navy Yard is being done on the ° 


Texas, whose troubles seem to increase 
and complicate as time goes on. 

The twelve-inch turrets, it has been dis- 
covered, are unmanageable, and the vessel 
cannot be made ready for service, it is ad- 
mitted, for several weeks. It happened in 
a test that when it was sought to hold the 
forward gun in place after it had been moved 
to a yf doer point it refused to respond 
to the application of the brakes. The big 
gun plunged back at a furious rate and 
struck the superstructure. 

The hydraulic power was applied to pull 
it back and immediately great volumes of 
water began to pour into the hold. The 
pressure of water was too great for the 
valves and pipes and the operators were 
drenched. The great gun Was finally pushed 
to a fore and aft position by the application 
of human muscle. It has been decided that 
the locking system must be revamped, pds- 
sibl¥ renewed, and that the breech plugs, 
into which the projectiles are thrust by 
hydaulic rams, must be removed or 
remedied. 

None of these troubles could be fully ex- 
plained aboard the Texas today, although it 
was admitted they were quite serious. Capt. 
Glass and First Lieutenant Kelly were not 
on board in the afternoon and could not be 
sean. Most of the turret machinery was 
dismounted and will receive attention to- 
morrow. 

Every. vessel at the yard that Is to go into 
service will be ready before Jan. 1 except 
the Texas. 


SYRIANS DEDICATE A NEW CHURCH. 


Archbishop Corrigan Is Chief Partici- 
pant in the Ceremonies.

FRED R. CHURCH COMMITS SUICIDE,

Interesting Account of the , Barly

chitect. The won- 


ve per- 
sonality that lay be- 
hind the creator of 
John W. Roo 
“ skyscrapers and the 
projector of the White City is an attractive 
subject for the biographer, and Miss Monroe 
has handled it judiciously and skillfully, 
Her family relationship and long acquaint- 
ance with Mr. Root gave her exceptional op- 
portunities for such a work, and she has pere 
formed her task with a sympathetic enthusi- 
asm that compels attention, yet without a 
word of fulsome eulogy. Her book is a splen< 
did piece of biographical writing. So spirited 
and excellent is its style that it will find 
many an eager reader to whom Mr. Root 
had hitherto been.but a name. 

Miss Monroe takes her readers at once to 
the obscure Georgia village with the for- 
bidding name of Lumpkin, where the future 
architect was born in 1850. She traces the 
ancestral lines that converged in this re- 
markable personality far enough to show 
that John Wellborn Root was the uct 
of both North and South—of New 
vigor and Southern grace. Root’s father 
had in early youth shocked his ts by 
expressing a desire to study architecture— 
a lawless impulse that was promptly knocked 
out of the boy’s head by apprenticing him to 
a jeweler. This is probably why he opened 
a dry goods store in Lumpkin, having 
promptly roved away to the South. The 
alert young stranger easily captivated the 
heart of the sweet little loyal-hearted girl, 
Mary Clarke. “ Thus North and South, the 
new and the old ideas, met when these two 
were married.’’ Even before the first child 
was born he was dedicated to art. 

His sister recalls his delight In drawing; her 
earliest recollection shows her sitting for her 
portrait at the age of 8 to an artist of 7. Mr. 
Root decided early that his son should become an 
architect, so when the family moved to Atlanta 
@ small room in the new house was set apart asa 
studio, and there John devoted a part of every 
day to drawing. The only punishment he ever 
suffered at school was for drawing catures 
of his teacher. He was a_ strong, perfectly 
healthy boy, large for his age, and absolutely 
fearless.

Mr. Burnham made great eyes of won- 
der when he saw among the presents an etching 
bearing his partner’s card. To increase their 
slender income the partners, one at a time, gave 
half a day for a year or so to work in other vu 
And Root played the organ again, this time in the 
First Presbyterian Church. A story is told of 
his mischievously making a voluntary one Sun- 
day morning of “ Shoo-Fly,’’ giving the negro 
minstrel air with such solemn slowness. and so 
many variations that nobody noticed the inde< 
corum. 

Miss Monroe tells with humor how the 
eculist who had an office just below the 
architects’ used to come rushing up-Staire, 
dash into their office, and then assume such 
a stiff and indifferent air that they knew 
he had a new patient and would ask him 
who the great man was. And when the 
architects got a client they would dash 
down-stairs and play a return game of the 
same sort. But this proceeding was by no 
means frequent enough to wear out the 
stairs. 

The chapter on Mr. Root’s early training 
and struggles isas entertaining as a romance, 
The marvelous versatility of the man ap- 
pears in many phases. He was a musician 
from birth, handsome, graceful, and at- 
tractive, and a favorite in five or six coteries, 
any one of which would have been surprised 
to hear that he affiliated with the others. 
His love for music led him to the threshold 
of journalism, and he often reviewed con- 
certs or operas for THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
His first speculation was characteristic. He 
sold his house for $1,400, invested the money 
in wheat futures on the head of Russian war 
rumors, and lost it all. ‘He humorously 
ascribed the disaster to Russian perfidy. 
**Tt looks to me like a deliberate breach of 
faith by a semi-barbarian nation that should 
be excluded from the intercourse of civilized 
peoples. Hereafter I shall put no trust in 
princes, but devote my attention to architect- 
ure. Very likely I have purchased $1,400 
worth of worldly experience C. O. D.” 

More than any other man in America Mr. 
Root was the originator of the new com< 
mercial style of architecture. Root in Chi- 
cago and Hunt in New York—to these must 
be ascribed the greatest influence in creating 
what must ultimately develop into an Ameri- 
can style with a grandeur all its own. “A 
style has never been made by copying with 
the loving care of a dry-ae-dust some pre- 
ceding style,”” Mr. Root once wrote. “‘ Styles 
grow by the careful study of all the condi- 
tions which le about éach architectural 

roblem.” He elsewhere says that a good 
Cutidine should present the same qualities 
that distinguish a gentleman. 

Of his faculty of drawing with incredible 
rapidity, of seeing the whole completed 
structure as in a flash of the intellect, and of 
his constant growth in powers, one must 
leave Mise Monroe to tell. He regarded all 
his work as merely preparatory and Miss 
Monroe takes the same attitude when she 
says: ‘The large commercial structures, 
which must be pronounced his most - 
tant contribution to architecture, ina certain 
way do violence to his memory.”’ It is true 
that he outgrew every structure he every 
signed, and the sight of many of his cruder 
buildings so annoyed him that he would 
often walk around blocks to avoid seeing one 
of them. 

The mere enumeration of the great struct- 
ures like the Rookery, the Woman's Temple, 
and the rest, which he designed, ts of per- 
manent interest, and Miss Monroe has 
pleted her work with fine illustrations of 
most of these, as well as a full Hest of the 
structures in this and other cities that bear

CAR MEN MEET TO PUSH THE FIGHT. 


Indorse the Petition Plan of Opposing 
the Four-Cent Ordinance. 

Employés of all the street car companies 
met yesterday. afternoon at No. 104 Ran- 
dolph street to hear reports on.the progress 
of the fight against a four-cent fare and 
map out further plans for the lobby among 
Aldermen Two hundred and fifty were 
‘present. As it was the only meeting called 
for the day each of the committees par- 
‘ticipating went into session after the gen- 
‘eral meeting adjourned and outlined its own 
work independently of that prescribed by 


‘the general committee. 


Qhairman Eckols ‘of the North Side sys- 
tem made an address on calling the gen- 
eral meeting to order. He sdid no street 
car employé had grounds to believe any- 
‘thi else than that his wages would be 
cut if a reduction was made in the income 
of the companies. 

Chairman Fish of the South Side delega- 
tion said his associates had been busy. clir- 
culating a petition among business-men, 
saying they did not want a reduction in car 
fare, and he beljeved when it was offered to 
the Council it would have 10;000 signers. 
He said it had been started out of the Six- 
ty-nivith street barns late on Saturday 
night. Mr. Fish made an appeal to all the 
divisions of the city to adopt the petition 
plan, and after several speeches of indorse- 
ment it was agreed to follow up the idea 
vigorously. 

Other speakers said they had canvassed 
widely among business-men, and the con- 
sensus of opinion showed that if the street 
car companies would improve their service 
by putting on more cars and keeping them 
uniformly heated and arranging a better 
system of transfers the patrons would will- 
ingly keep on paying five cents a ride. It 
was suggested and agreed to embody this 
idea in the p»titions which the street car 
men will put before the Council. 

An estimate of the Aldermanic vote to 
reconsider the Gallagher ordinance was 
made from the reports brought tn by the 
committees. This estimate gave fifteen Al- 
derman on the South Side, ten on the West 
Side, and fourteen on the North Side who 
were considered sure of voting to kill the 
measure, beside others yet tobe heard from. 
Chairman Eckols said he felt sure the ordi- 
hance would be recafied. 

A motion to have the committees resume 
work this morning by making a canvass of 
merchants in the vicinity of the various 
ear barns for their signatures was agreed 
to. It was also decided to place petitions 
at the terminals of the lines this morning 
for the signatures of passengers.

1895 while an examination of the bank’s 
funds was being made and deceived United 
States Bank Examiner John E. McKeon into 
declaring the assets Intact. The steal’ was 
discovered Sept. 1, 1805. 

Jones had been with the bank seventeen 
years, having entered its service as a mes- 
senger. Wilson had betn with the bank 
twelve years. Both were trusted employés. 

So far as was learned Jones was honest in 
his handling of the funds until about two 
years before the embezzlement was discov- 
ered. Then he began to help himself to 
money. For a time he worked the steal 
alone, but when it got to the point where dis- 
covery was inevitable he took Wilson into 
his confidence, and between them they con- 
tinued to rob the bank and escape detec- 
tion. 

The denouement came when Jones was 
away on his vacation, He had been gone only 
a week when it was discovered that his 
books were out of shape, and investigation 
showed that the amount missing was $19,800. 
Jones trusted to Wilson to keep the short- 
age from being discovered, and did not fear 
detection, for he walked into the bank when 
his vacation was over ready to resume his 
duties. 

Wilson made a clean breast of the whole 
affair and tolda story charging that he had 
been made a dupe of by Jones, who did not 
divide the plunder equally. Jones got $15,- 
oo and Wilson less than $5,000, 


FNDIANA COUNTERFEITERS CAUGHT. 


Big Gang of Them Is Unearthed at 


Wabash. 

Wabash, Ind., Dec. 20.—(|Special.]—Officers 
of this city this afternoon raided and broke 
up the den of a gang of local counterfeiters 
who have for several months been flooding 
this part of Indiana with bogus silver coin, 
nearly all of the denomination of $1.

| en and scattered after tné arrest of Bar- 
nard. 
| Those implicated are four members of the

MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE DESERT. 
So Many Have Left for Home That a 
Quorum Is Not Probable Today. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—The House 
will adjourn on Tuesday for the holidays 
recess, and, as members are leaving by every 
train, it is very doubtful whether a quorum 
will bé present again until after the holidays. 
This being the case, whatever is done will 
have to be done practically by unanimous 

consent.

OLNEY’S INSULT TO CONGRESS. 

The inspired interview sent out by Sec- 
retary Olney, in which he takes the position 
that neither he nor the President will take 
any notice of the Cameron resolution, even 
if it should pass both Houses, and that 
the relations between the Spanish and 
United States Governments will remain as 
they are now, is an insult to Congress, and 
should be treated by that body with the con- 
tempt and scorn it deserves. If Cleveland 
intends to play the réle of Czar he should 
be impeached, and his premier also. This 
country is not ready yet to be ruled by a 
King or Emperor. The people are not ina 
mood for menarchy. 

As has been already stated in Tue Tris- 
rf the Opnstitution declares that Con- 


gyess shall have power “to make all laws 
Which shall be necessary and proper for 
carrying inte execution the foregoing powers 
and all other powers vested by this Consti- 
tution in the Government of the United 
States or in any department or office there- 
of.” The Constitution, further, nowhere 
gives the President exclusive authority to 
deal with foreign nations, his only authority 
being to appoint diplomatic and other offi- 
cers by and with the consent of the Senate. 
On the other hand— 

Congress is specifically given the authority to 
punish offenses against the laws of nations,. to 
declare war, tto raise and support armies and the 
navy, to make rules for the regulation of the land 
and naval forces, to provfde for calling forth the 


militia, orgahkizing, arming, and disciplining it, 
and, above all, to regulate commerce with for- 


eign nations, | 
The best lawyers in the Senate have al- 


ready declared that “the President of the 
United States may undoubtedly be directed 
to do a certain thing by Congress, and when 
so directed js as much bound by the law as 
any private citizen, it being held that the 
Executive is supreme only in the limited 
affairs in which the Constitution gives him: 
exclusive athority.” 

The position assumed by Secretary Olney, 
therefore, id not only untenable but it isa 
direct thredt and insult which Congress 
should burl) back by passing the joint reso- 
lution promptly, thus giving the President 
a chance to nullify it if he dares to do so. 

The President's recent message and the 
report of Serretary Olney fully justify Con- 
gress in passing the Cameron resolution of 
independenge—with friendly offers. Con- 
gress hasthéright to recognize the independ- 
ence of the revolutionists of Cuba, who rep- 
resent the whole native population and 
some of the/Spaniards and who have driven 
their Spanish tyrants out of three-fourths 
of the island. The patriots who have ac- 
complished this result are government 
enough to be recognized as independent. 
American interests, rights, and humanity 
require it th be done at once. It has been 
delayed too long already. 

There is no danger that any war will 
result from such manly action. There is 
nothing in the resolution which ‘will justify 
Spain in deelaring war. This country has 
recognized the independence of Spaunish- 
American provinces over and over again 
without war. There is nothing in the first 
resolution recognizing independence to 
which any European nation can take execep- 
tion. The United States has the right to 
do what all the great powers do. Nor is 
the tender of friendly offices a provocation 
for war. (Spain can decline these good 
offices and) refuse to do anything. Any 
talk of war by Spain is a mere bluff. Is 
this country -to be intimidated by Spain? 
But it will be noticed Spain is not threaten- 
ing war if we recognize Cuba as an inde- 
pendent republic. There will be no war 
unless she Heclares it, and she will not de- 
clare it unless she i8 ready to rush headlong 
into defeat and ruin. 

The war scare which Olney conjures up, 
and which is talked about.by some ecoward- 
ly members of Congress, is a delusion. In 
the remote jcontingency that Spain declares 
war in a fit of spasmodic insanity she will 
get all she’ wants of it. But this is not a 
question of war at all. It is a question of 
right and humanity and Congress being 
right should go ahead. It should pass the 
resolution without delay as an answer to 
the impudent and insulting threats of Olney 
and send them to the President. It is time 
for Congress to assert itself and rebuke the 
President for his many encroachments 
upon its potver. It is time for Congress and 
for the pegple to rise up and let the Presi- 
dent know he is not the government and 
that he and his Secretary of State have not 
a monopoly of our foreign relations. Let 
the issue be made at once that it may be 
known whp rules this country—Mr. Cleve- 
land and Mr. Olney, or the American peo- 

ple through their representatives. 


MINISTER TAYLOR’S STRANGE 
MENTS. 

If a dispatch sent by the Associated Press 
correspondent at Madrid can be relied on 
Mr. Taylor, the American Minister, has a 
very peculiar way of expressing himself. 

According to the dispatch, he attached 
slight impprtance to the resolution offered 
by Senator Cameron and ordered reported 
favorably by the United States Senate 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. 1t has not 
been the qustom for representatives of' this 
country abroad to comment on the action 
of Congress. 

But that is not the worst. 
that Minister Taylor— 

Made a signrficant statement to the effect that 
should the Cuban insurgents refuse overtures con- 
sidered fair by both the Governments of Spain and 
the United States the American Government would 
so help the Spanish nation that the insurgents. 
finding their cause desperate, would be compelled 
to submit. 

If the Minister has been instructed by 
President Cleveland to notify Spain that 
the United States will help her to put down 
the insurgents he has no business to make 
his instructions public. It is an offense 
which should be followed by his immediate 
recall. 

But the|most important question is, has 
President Cleveland authorized the Min- 
ister at Madrid to notify the Spanish Gov- 
ernment that if the insurgents do not accept 
terms which. he thinks are “ fair” he will 
help the sh nation to subjugate the

WHAT CAPITAL IS. 

In an article in a recent number of the 
Forum Prof. W. G. Sumner gives “ the 
deep, underlying reason for the strength of 
the fallacies of currency inflation in a new 
country.” It is that its settlers arg men 
without capital, The want of it is their 
economic weakness, and their economic ig- 
norance causes them to look on capital and 
money a8 one and the same thing. ‘* In the 
absence of special training to the contrary, 
a man will think he wants,the medium of 
exchange when he wants the goods which 
are exchanged.” 

What is capital? The definition in the 
Centiiry Dictionary is as good a one as can 
be given, and were it better known there 
would be less demand for fiat scrip. That 
definition is: 

That part of the products of industry which, 
in the form either of national or individual wealth, 
is available for further production; an accumula- 
tion of the products of past labor capable of being 
used in the support of present or future labor. 

So what the Kansas and Nebraska Pop- 

ulists, avhose farms are without fences, 
cattle, or machinery, really want is not fiat 
scrip based on “ faith ” or on land, neither of 
which is capital, but goods, the saved up 
product of past labor. 
* Prof. Sumner says, further, that from the 
situation of settlers on new land they are 
tempted into debt in order to get the capital 
which they need. 

Can the land produce enough to support the 
laborer and accumulate the capital necessary to 
its exploitation? It can if the laborer has the 
self-control to renounce the enjoyment of his 
product and turn it into capital. Can it even 
overtake the accumulation of interest on capital 
borrowed in advance of the exploitation? It can 
do that also, subject to the same condition; but, in 
this case, the self-denial called for is still harder, 
and the moral stamina required to produce it is 
weakered by the handling of large amounts of 
capital which are not one’s own. Thousands of 
men have thus borrowed and paid: thousands of 
men have failed at it, in the history of this coun- 
try. 

A great many people out in the semi-arid 
regions have borrowed capital. Some of 
them have been unable to repay that capital, 
because the land they put it into does not 
produce enough to make it possible for them 
to do so. Others have found it more diffi- 
cult than they expected to exercise the 
necessary self-denial, and have come to the 
conclusion that it would be better to return 
as little of the borrowed capital or goods as 
possible. They think they would be quite 
honest if they returned one-half of it. 

This does not seem as dishonest to the 
Populists as it would to intelligent peopie, 
because of the haziness of their economic 
ideas. They cannot see the distinction be- 
tween capital and money, and they refuse 
to see the difference between fiat money and 
real money. As Prof. Sumnersays: “ The 
notion has prevailed that the ‘faith and 
credit’ of a State could be * coined,’ and 
could be made to do the same work as coined 
metal.” 

The Populists decline to see that there is 
any difference between a gold dollar which 
will exchange for 100 cents’ worth of goods, 
a free coinage silver dollar which will ex- 
change for 50 cents’ worth, and a fiat serip 
dollar which will exchange for 5 cents’ 
worth or less. They refuse to admit that 
there is anything improper in handing over 
to the man who has loaned them goods stuff 
with which the creditor cannot replace the 
goods he loaned. | 

There is but one honest way in which a 
person who sets out in life without capital 

“an become the owner of some, That is by 
saving it up out of the fruits of his labor. 
[f he has not the necessary self-denial to 
give up present enjoyment, so wuch the 
worse fer him. 

A person can get the use of capital, and 
thus make it easier for himself to accumu- 
late it, provided he will agree to pay for 
the use of it and also to return it at the end 
of a stipulated.term. But if the owner of 
capital is doubtful whether an individual or 
a community will return it to him he does 
not let’ that capital go out of his hands. 
That individual or community has no credit, 
and proceeds at once to abuse the “ money 
power ” and the “ plutocrats.” 

Too many people in Kansas want to jump 
into the ownership of capital. They want 
to enjoy other people’s goods without labor. 
Having obtained those goods they set to 
work to devise ways and means to get out 
of restoring them. Then they pretend to be 
surprised because nobody will let them have 
any more goods, and assert that they are 
oppressed by the plutocrats. 

What is needed in the Populist sections of 
the United States is instruction in the ele- 
mentary principles of political economy. If 
the benighted inhabitants could learn the 
difference between capital and money and 
between real and sham money they would 
be happier, honester, and more prosperous, 


TRYING TO INTIMIDATE THE COUNCIL. 
The tactics of the cable car and trolley 
companies are disreputable. They have 
lied to their employés to get the latter to 
entreat the Aldermen to reconsider the 
Gallagher ordinance and pigeon-holc it. 

The companies have scared those em- 
ployés out of their wits with a baseless 
threat of reducing their wages 20 per cent 
if the ordinance goes into effect. That isa 
sheer bluff. They will do nothing of the 
kind, as there will be no occasion for it. 
The receipts of the companies will not fall 
off a dollar, and there will be no excuse for 
cutting wages. 

Nearly half the fares will be five cents. 
The rest will be 41-6 and four cents. The 
lower rates will be paid by the “ regulcrs ” 
—the steady customers of the roads, who 
will ride more than enough to cover their 
gain by the reduced rates. 

The companies understand that. They 
know what has happened on every steam 
railroad whenlow-rate commutation tickets 
have been put on sale to get suburban pusi- 
ness. Those roads sell tickets which en- 
able the commuter to travel for a cent or a 
cent and a quartera mile. They are mak- 
ing, not Josing, money by that. 

The real objection of the companies to the 
ordinance,is net that it requiresthem to sell 
six rides fora oterter, or twenty-five for a 
dollar, but that if the question comes up for 
judicial decision the courts will uphold the 
power of the City Council to fix maxnunum 
rates on the trolley and cable lines. ‘That is 
where the shoe pinches. 


They have proclaimed heretofore boldly | 


and defiantly. that they had contracts with 
the city which authorized them to charge 
five cents and to refuse to accept anything 
less, That these “ contracts”. had heen 
bought with boodle made no difference. 

But theirlawyers have probably informed 
them that all the recent decisions of the 
courts have been against their contention— 
that the courts are holding now that a 
Council cannot tie up the public in cases 
where public thoroughfares are put at the 
disposal of corporations for money-making 
purposes. ’ 
‘The courts are holding that the right of 
the people to reasonable transportation 
rates cannot be alienated and that a suc- 
ceeding legislative body may reclaim for 
the people rights which an improvident or 
corrupt predecessor sought to deprive the 
people of. 

- These revelations of their lawyers have 
caused the companies to scare their con- 
ductors, motormen, and other cmployés, 
whose numbers are exaggerated ridiculous- 
ly, with a threat of reduced wages and stir 
them up to bully the Aldermen into undoing 
what they have done. Instigated by the 
companies these employés have tried to 
bluff the Mayor and induce the newspapers 
to abandon the cause of the people. * 

This is cowardly and contemptible con- 
duct on the part of the companies. No 
Alderman who has any self-respect, and any 
regard for the rights and interests of his 
constituents, will allow himself to be de- 
ceived or intimidated by these demonstra- 
tions of g@mployés who are mere instru- 
ments in the‘thands of unscrupulous em- 
ployers. . 
: The conductors and motormen should un- 
derstand that the companies are using them 
to pull the chestnuts out of the fire for them. 
All the companies want to do is to prevent 
action by the law. If they really believe 
as they pretend to that the ordinance is 
invalid, they would not care if it did pass, 
They would pay no attention to it whatever. 
But they fear it will be upheld, Hence 
they have resorted to their present tactics.

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“EPHRAIM IS JOINED TO HIS IDOLS.” 

In 1893 the American Federation of La- 
bor, which claims to be a purely non-par- 
tisan organization, adopted resolutions in- 
dorsing the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. Those resolutions were 
readopted in 1894 and in 1895, 

The action taken in regard to free coinage 
in prior years by the federation was not 
partisan in its nature. The demand forthe 
unlimited conversion of 50 cents’ worth of 
silver into a legal tender dollar had not be- 
come the creed of a great political organiza- 
tion. The Populists pretended to be for 
free silver in 1802, but all understood that 
what they really wanted was fiat serip. 

It may be said also, in mitigation of the 
‘ignorance displayed by the federation in 
calling for free coinage in 18038 and the two 
succeeding years, that the consequences of 
the adoption by the General Government of 
such a measure were not as well understood 
by the majority of the people as they are 
now. 

Since the federation last met this subject 
has been discussed more thoroughly than 
any subject which was ever passed on at the 
polls by the American people. There is no 
longer any excuse for ignorance. No work- 
ingman of ordinary intelligence can plead a 
lack of knowledge of the facts and argu- 
ments which have been brought forward to 
show the baneful effects of unlimited * 16 
to 1.” | 

It has been proved that the workingman 
would be the greatest sufferer by the free 
coinage of silver at a ratio which would re- 
place the 100-cent dollars now paid to labor 
‘by 50-cent dollars: It has not been shown 
how he would be any better off were he to 
get two of those dollars for every 100-cent 
dollar he gets now. It has been shown, 
however. that he would not get twice as 
many dollars. 

It has been shown that from 1878 to 1893, 
under the gold standard, wages increased 
in quantity and in purchasing power. It 
has been demonstrated, also, that if the 
United States had resumed specie payments 
on the basis of a depreciating silver dollar 
the purchasing power of wages would have 
fallen on the average about 2 per cent a 
year since 1878. 

It has been proved that free coinage at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 would strip the work- 
ingman of half his savings banks deposits 
and half what he had invested in building 
and loan associations; that it would cut 
down his wages one-half if he was lucky 
enough to find any work to do. 

It must have become clear to every reason- 
ing workingman by this time that the elec- 
tion of Bryan, the free silver candidate, 
would have brought on a panic which would 
have closed about all the factories. They 
have seen the numbess which were closed 
because of the fear of his election, and which 
have started up since he was defeated, 

The long discussion of the free silver 
question has made it plain that if the cur- 
rency were to be debased and contracted 
as it would be by free comage a terrible 
panic would follow which would prostrate 
every branch of industry. There would be

changed from toilers into beggars. 

When industry, did begin to revive the 
workingmen would have to accept starva- 
tion wages or go without work. They 
might strike, but strikes would not help 
them when the labor market was as crowd- 
ed as it would be. ° 

Yet, after the monetary school has been 
holding continuous sessions for about a 
year, the demagogues who- control the 
‘American Federation of Labor renewed 
their vows of loyalty to a measure which, 
if carried out, would be the undoing of labor. 

A Brooklyn delegate offered a resolution 
to reconsider the action previously taken on 
the silver question. The committee recom- 
mended that, as free silver had become a 
political question, the issue be not revived 
and the resolution be tabled. 

A motion to table the entire subject was 
defeated—yeas, 931; nays, 1,367. Then, by 
a vote of 1,935 to 302, the federation re- 
affirmed the action of the three previous 
conventions regarding free silver, but deny- 
ing that in so doing it indorsed or wilf in- 
dorse any political party that has adopted 
or may adopt free coinage.

KENTUCKY CENTENARIAN IS DEAD. 


Isham Gambell Passes Away at the Ad- 
vanced Age of 102 Years. 

Middlesboro, My., Dec. 20.—{Special.]— 
“Uncle” Isham Gambell, who lived on 
Lick Fork of Red Bird Creek, died yester- 
day at the advanced age of 102 years. He 
was born and lived all his life where he 
died. His father was a companion of Daniel 
Boone and other pioneers of Kentucky. He 
often told of how Boone killed a bear in the 
rear of his father’scabin. His faithful wife, 
who survives him, is 92 years old. 


Oppose Revenue in the 
Senate. 

On Wednesday Senator Gorman, the ha- 
bitual leader of the Democratic forces in 
the Senate, notified his Republican col- 
leagues that no tariff legislation could be 
passed during this session. 

Since Mr. Cleveland became President in 
1803, he has spent, to pay the government's 
current expenses; $190,000,000, taken out of 
the bond money borrowed under the false 
pretense that it was required for the main- 
tenance of the gold standard. That vast 
sum represents the deficit in the Federal rev- 
enues during his term, during nearly three- 
fourths of which the Wilson tariff has been 
in operation. The deficit for the five months 
preceding this month of December has been 
$41,000,000. Yet when the party which con- 
trols the source of revenue laws, the House 
of Representatives, and has just elected a 
President by a vote of wholly unprecedented 
force, attempts to deal with the tariff, it is 
met with the statement that the party which 
made the Wilson tariff will thwart any effort 
to change it. 

Such is the amazing attitude of Mr. Cleve- 
land in the White House, and of the Dem- 
ocratic Senators. At the close of his Presi- 
dential career Mr. Cleveland and the Con- 
gressional representatives of his party are 
united in defense of a measure that has 
strained the national credit and come near 
cosfing the country its peace and order.— 
New York Sun.

States Out of Debt. 

New York Sun: While the State of New 
York under the practical operation of the 
Raines liquor tax law seems likely to havea 
consideraBle balance unused in the State 
Treasury on Jan. 1, the State of Iowa, which 
has long enjoyed the distinction of being well 
managed financially, is confronted with a 
probable deficit of $500,000, and as biennial 
sessions of the Legislature are the rule in, 
the Hawkeye State it is thought probable 
that the deficit will peach a million dollars 
before legislative action can be taken con- 
cerning it, the shortage being met mean- 
while by the issuance of bonds. Iowa is a 
State which enjoys splendid financial credit. 
In 1800, the time of the last census, lowa was 
practically without debt, the total amount 
of the bonds outstanding being at that time 
$245,000, the principal of which has not ma- 
tured. The other States practically without 
aebt at that tame were Vermont, Rhode 
Island, West Virginia, and Nebraska. Vir- 
ginia owed nearly $35,000,000, Louisiana $16,- 
000,000, Tennessee $20,000,000, Arkansas 
$8,000,000, and Alabama $12,000,000. Though 
the, population of IMinois is very much 
larger thamthe population of Indiana, and 
though territorially it is 50 per cent larger, 
Illinois, with many needful expenses, has 


scarcely any State debt, whereas Indiana } 


owes a larger sum than any of the States of 
the North—nearly $9,000,000,

ILLINOIS STEEL'S MOOTED COKE DEAL 


Company Said to Look to Big Land 
Purchases in the Virginias to 
Meet a Squeeze. 


The Illinois Steel company, according to 
reports current in business circles, is about 
to purchase a large tract of coke land ex- 
tending through the Virginias. Such an ex- 
tensive land purchase has for its object, it 
is said, the prevention of a “* squeeze "’ in the 
coke supply of the Pennsylvania fields, ow- 
ing to the newly formed Rockefeller-Car- 
negie combination, which, it is claimed, is 
planning the control of the whole territory 
from which the Illinois Stcel company now 

as to get the coke with which to_run its 
foundries. ; 

The Louisville and Nashville railway, it is 
stated on good authority, is also concerned 
in the land deal, and will be prepared to 
make special rates for the transportation of 
coke from the new sources of supply. 

The recent visit of Illinois Steel company 


Officials to Stcenega, Va., is believed to have 


a deeper significance than the ostensible 
location of the site of a rolling mill. By 
gaining control of this Southern region it is 
expected that the Illinois Steel company 
can be enabied to fully hold its own in com- 
petition with the Eastern combination. 

Those ‘well acquainted with the situation 
claim that there is little doubt that tlre deal 
will go through, and that its consummation 
is the object of the present visit of President 
Gates in the East. 

Vice-President W. P. Palmer of the Illi- 
nois Steel company denied last night that 
the rumor had the least foundation in fact, 
and declared that it was impossible for other 
companies to squeeze the Illinois Steel com- 
pany out of its contract rights in the Con- 
nelisville coke region. 

‘The Pocahontas coke from the south- 
erm country is of a superior grade,’ he said, 
"but the report that we are making pur- 
chases of tand in the Southern coke beit is 
absolutely unfounded. Our coke comes 
where we 
have a controlling interest in one of the 
largest operating companies. 

“Though the Carnegie and Rockefeiler 
companies at present have some advantage 
ver us in the nearnees of their coke sup- 
' plies, is may be Said this advantage is offset 
by our own greater nearness to the ore de- 
posits in the Lake Superior region We 
have successfully conypeted with those 
Eastern, companies during the hardest 
times ahd our wage scale is about 10 per 
cemt higher than is paid to the employés of 
the Pittsburg foundries.’’

DR. REYNOLDS TALKS ON CHARITY. 


He Addresses the Chicago Society of 


Anthropology om a Question 
of Vital Interest. 


Dr. Arthur R. Reynolds, President-of the 


| Board of Charities of Miinois, addressed the 


Chicago Society of Anthropology yesterday 
afternoon at No. 40 Randolph street, on 
“ Charity, and Charities.” 

In introducing the subject Dr. Reynolds 
divided the “poor ye have always. with 
First, there 
were those who were unable to work, from 
age, disability, or other causes. This class 
the world always had and always would 
have with it'to care for. Then there was 
another class, who are able and willing to 
work, but who nevertheless cannot make 
their efforts yield sufficient to provide the 
necessary fire, food, raiment, and shelter. 
This class the doctor ¢alled * the prevent- 
able poor.” It was from tbis class that 
most of the dependents came. The insane, 
the feeble-minded, the criminal, and the 
pauper, when traced back, were found to 


have. their origin largely among those who 
ha craft ePod oT EVEPSSS oT fortune oF were 
from some reason in poverty.

“To our friends who are in need and are 
entitled to eVery kindness let me ask the 
question: ‘Are you wholly blameless for 
the present conditions?’ It will not do for 
you, in chagrin and despair, to say that the 
world owes you a living and you are going to

We hope it wil) bea part of the 
plan to help all who need, in the most natur- 
al and useful way, at their own domiciles, 
and, when it is not possible to make them 
independent units there, then to move them 
out to some other spot where their efforts 
will be more fruitful. Let it be the aim to 
scatter the people out upon the inviting acres 
rather than cluster them together. The giv- 
ing of alms is a duty, but to be effective 
and curative, the brain and the heart must 
go with it.”

| QUITS SHEA FORTHE LAW 


POLICEMAN GALLAGHER GETS ALL 
HE WANTS IN A SINGLE DAY. 


Will Devote His Time in the Future 
te Clients and Blackstone's Lore 
Rather than te Thief-Taking and 
Badenoch's “ Proprieties "~In Con- 
sequence the Civil Service Commis- 
sion Has Been Called Upon to Fill 
Vacancy in Ranks of “ the Finest.” 


Policeman and Attorney John H. Gal- 
lagher has been oscillating between Bade- 
noch and Blackstone for two weeks. He 
was uncertain whether his calling in life 
was to catch thieves with the strong arm 
of the law or deliver them by the wiles 
of habeas corpus coups and spellbinding 
efforts with juries. He thinks now he will 
cling to Blackstone. 

Gallagher is one of the newly commissioned 
patrolmen who was voted a star and a club 
by the Civil Service Commission, but after 
one night of acquaintance with the straight 
mile post system he reconsidered his late am: 
bition, and coneluded to earp his bread by 
resuming his law practice. 

He stood a good examination in ‘* book 
learning" befoge the civil service inquisit- 
ors, scoring a general average of 86.97, and 
he stood No. 51 among the 150 candidates 
who were selected out of 850 applicants. 

His physical test was more than satisfac- 
tory. Gallagher stands over six feet with- 
out shoes, is box-shouldered, and athletic. 
The candidate was turned over to Chief 
Badenoch by President Clark of the Civil 
Service Commission with feelings of pride 
when the requisition for new patrolmen was 
made ten days ago, and when it was learned 
that the new aspirant for police laurels had 
devoted himself to law for a couple of years 
the Chief passed this comment: 

“Well, Gallagher will know how to book 
his prisoners so the City, Attorney can get 
conviction—and there is need of such *‘ legal’ 
patrolmen,”’ 


Lawyer-Policeman Reports to Shea. 

The lawyer-policeman was sent over to 
Inspector Shea for duty and made such a 
favorable impression that the Inspector re- 
tained him for duty at his own station, hint- 
ing in the mysterious detective way that 
some day he might work up to be a “fly 
boy”’ on Shea's special staff of thieftakers. 

Gallagher saluted his new Chief and went 
out to look over a beat in the vicinity of 
Green street. 

But another vision arrested Policeman 
Gallagher. As he stoed out in the moon- 
light, leaning against a wooden Indian half 
way between his mile-apart “ call” boxes, 
he reflected that the journey to be traversed 
in a single night engagement aggregated 
twelve miles on a stretch, and, figuring out 
that his chances to become an Alderman 
were better in law than police work, any- 
how, he concluded not to come back to his 
new job the night following. 

The next afternoon clients dropping into 
Rogm 66, No. 115 Dearborn street, might 
have seen Attorney Gallagher dusting a 
volume of Blackstone that had been laid 
aside a month before for ‘* Badenoch’s 
Police Proprieties,’’ and next scanning a 
Cisearded calendar to see if any clients were 
expecting him that day in the justice 
‘** shops.”’ 

Fails to Appear at Roll Call. 

Meanwhile Inspector Shea hungered to eee 
his mew assisittant and waited for him to 
show up at roll-call. Ile did not come. The 
ambulance book did pot show that a civil 
service ‘‘copper’’ had been taker to any 
hospital. None of the brother patroilmen 
had met with him on their beats, and so 
scouts were sent out to search for him. 
One brace of detectives could not get any 
satisfaction at the man’s home, No. 334 
South Center avenue. f&ergt. Meany alone 
brought back word that Gallagher had heen 
sighted with his feet cocked upon a roll 
deek in his law office. The Sergeant got the 
impreesion that Attormey Gallagher was 
merely ‘‘ winding up" his law business, and 
reported to his chief. 

Inspector Bhea waited, 
days ago. 

“What are you going to do with this new 
‘copper,’ Gallagher?’ Capt. Mahoney asked 
of the Inspector inadvertently yesterday. 

* Do?” ejaculated Shea, looking deliri- 
ously savage. ‘Do with him? What do 
you want an Inspector to do with these 

new-fanmglied arithmetic ‘ coppers" whom 
he can’t get his eyes on? Do you want him 
to go out with a rope and losso them and 
tie them wp on their beats to lamp posts?’’ 


Shea Writes to Badenoch. 


Then Shea wrote a note to Chief Badenoch 
teHing him that he was sorely in need of one 
more brand-new patrolman, and the requisi- 
tion was marked ‘O. K." by the Chief and 
turned over to the Civil Service Commission. 

“Yes, I think I will stick to law,” 
said Mr. Gallagher yesterday when inter- 
viewed about his choice of a future. It is 
more congenial to me and offers better 
chances to ambition or genius.’’ 

Gallagher's indecision as to his destiny 
dates back further than the recent civil serv- 
ice examination. He starred with the Chi- 
cago police force once before on a three 
years’ engagement. He was attached to the 
Twenty-second Street Station and later was 
at the Hyde Park Station, and, althougha 
trifle impulsive, jt is said he made a good 
record. 

It is remembered that he wiped up a side- 
walk with a ‘negro porter who gave him of- 
fense while at the Third Precinct, but he 
was exonerated, After many a morning trip 
into the Armory Police Court with his pris- 
oners and some observation of how “ shy- 
ster’ lawyers convict their clients by sheer 
stupidity, Policeman Gallagher, it is said, 
concluded there was room on the legal ladder 
for a man of his own build, so he resigned 
from the force and took a law course at 
Notre Dame University.

The Donohue & Henneberry strike may 
spread to a half dozen other printing plants 
this week. Unless the trouble is settled at 
once, the strikers say, general strikes will 
be called in a number of big plants where 
the pickets report subcontracts are being 
taken from Donohue & Henneberry. 

The situation seems to be more serious 
than at any time since the men walked out.

They have twice before threatened 
to enjoin the police against interfering with 
the peaceful conduct of the strike. 
BARBERS DECIDE TO ORGANIZE. 
They Will Pat Up a United Front for 

Their Proposed .Commission. 

Employing barbers and journeymen held 
& mass-meeting yesterday at No. 70 Adams 
street to discuss the best methods of secur- 
ing the passage of a legislative act for the 
protection of their interests. 

The bill, which is entitled “‘ An act to pro- 
mote the science of the tonsoria! art and the 
prevention of the spread of contagious skin 
and blood diseases in the State of Illinois,’’ 
is for the purpose of legislating out of ex- 
istence the barber schools, which are said 
to have flooded the market with infertor 
help, and to rid the profession of incompe= 
tent and unskillful barbers. It provides for 
the establishment of a “‘ Board of Tonsorial- 
ists,” from whom a certificate is necessary 
in order to follow the trade. To be a barber 
under the proposed law all applicants would 
be required to serve an apprenticeship of 
two years, to pass an examination before 
the board, and to pay a fee of $5. 

Another section of the bill provides forthe 
use of pure soaps, clean and freshly-laun- 
dered towels, razors without rust and nicks 
and clean cups, brushes, and combs. The 
penalty for a breach of the act is $50. 

The speakers all agreed it would be impos- 
sible to secure the passage of the bill through 
the Legislature at the coming session unless 
the organization was Strengthened and 
made more extensive. On the Suggestion of 
Mr. Eigholz the journeymen barbers pres- 
ent decided to organize an association to co- 
operate with the employing barbers, and 
the union was formed. with thirty-three 
charter members. H. Simon was elected 
President and Harry Asnell Secretary.

Prof. Rowland’s Multiplex Printing 
Telegrar* Ready to Be Given 
a ircactical Trial. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 20.—{Special.]—Prof. 
Henry A. Rowland of the Johns Hopkins 
University, inventor of the multiplex print- 
ing telegraph, has perfected the apparatus 
and it will soon be given a practical trial by 
one of the large telegraph companies. 

By the instrument the operator can trans- 
mit a telegram written upon a typewriter 
and have it reproduced in typewritten torm 
at the receiving end. In addition to the 
typewriting part of the invention Dr. Kow- 
land, with his new machine, can send over 
the same wire five or six different messages 
at the same time in one direction, which in 
duplex makes ten or twelve mesSiges that 
can be transmitted on the same wire at the 
same time. Thus with five operators at each 
end of the line sending each an average of 
thirty words a minute 300 words can be trans- 
mitted each minute. 

Dr. Rowland inquired at the Patent Office 
in Washington and was informed that no 
such invention has ever been received there, 
typewriting telegraphy having been atltompt- 
ed before, but upon entirely different prin- 
ciples. He has used a synchronous device in 
his invention and in the mechanical arrange- 
ment of the typewriter has ‘used but eight 
signals, the letters being produced by com- 
binations. 

The current of electricity transmitting the 
message can be relayed and in tuis manner 
the invention can be operated for great dis- 
tances. Dr. Rowland says the new instru- 
ment will be as convenient and as easily 
operated as the ordinary telegraphic dis- 
patching and receiving apparatus.

ATE AT CHICAGO UNIVERSITY.

In a Sermon on “The Limitations of 
Reform ” He Traces the Historical 
Development of Civilization and 
Finds the Source of Much Social and 
Industrial Discontent—Perverted 

' Nottons of Human Liberty—Preroz- 
atives of the Poor. 


President Charles Kendall Adams of the 
University of Wisconsin delivered the bac- 
calaureate address yesterday to the ‘* Jav- 
uary, "07," class at the University of Chi- 


cago. 

Around the reading desk in Kent Theater 
sat four Presidents or ex-Presidents of 
Western universities—ex-President Galusha 
Anderson of the old Chicago University, 
ex-President Coulter of Lake Forest, the 
speaker of the occasion, and President Har- 
per. Dr. Emil G. Hirsch was also on the 
platform. 

President Adams spoke on “ The Limita- 
tions of Reform.” His address dealt with 
the historical development of civilization and 
the rights of man. 

The speaker laid especial stress on the 
rights of the man with property and con- 
stantly recurred to this theme. He de- 
cried the sentimental feeling which rec- 

nly good qualities in the poor and 
looked upon all moneyed men as oppressors, 
He gaid: 

“ As you go out from the halls of the uni- 
versity you will be confronted with some of 
the gravest questions that have yct per- 
plexed the American people. You will see 
everywhere in the country symptoms of so- 
cial and political discontent. You will ob- 
serve that these disquietudes do not result 
from the questions\that arise in the 
course of political discussion, touching the 
lines of economic and governmental policy, 
but that they spring out of questions that 
are connected with the fou ns of so- 
ciety and have to do with some of the most 
elemental principles of human liberty and 
modern civilization. 

Questions of Rights. 

“What are the rights of the rich? What 
are the rights of the poor? What are the 
obligationa of society towards different 
classes? How far is society under obliga- 
tions to open a liberal hand towards those 
who have stranded by the way? Ifthe 
relations of our different classes are not 
properly adjusted, how far can they be re- 
formed? What are the limitations of re-~ 
form? 


“ The problem of the poor in all its pMases 
has troubled this earth for ages. When 
economic c come the day laborer is 
the one who first and hardest feels the condi- 
tions of distress. The distress brought about 
by the great inventions at the beginning of 
this century is an example. But one peculi- 
arity in the growth of wealth should not 
escape us. It is impossible that advantages 
afforded by new conditions shall be seized 
upon by all classes so that each class reaps 
the same benefit, for it ie a universal law 
that whenever a new advantage offers it- 
self it is the person of keenest. foresight, of 
surest judgment, and of most undaunted 
courage that first seizes the opportunity and 
reaps the benefit. 

“ These tendencies have brought with them 
widespread discontents. If it could often be 
said that one man necessarily becomes poor- 
er because another man becomes richer it 
would surely be open to question whether 
this condition of affairs wae not injurious 
to society. I believe no such position can 
be maintained; on the contrary, this ac- 
cumulation surely diminishes the poverty 
of the poor as it opens up new avenues and 
opportunities for labor. 


View of Human Liberty. 


“Another cause of discontent is a perverted 
view of human liberty. Liberty meang 
nothing more than permanence of equality 
of rights before the law. Men have no 
more equality of actual condition than they 
have equality of strength or stature; and 
equality before the law means that one man 
has no more right than another to seize op- 
portunities for betterment. Commonness of 
education is another cause of discantent. 
+ Education elevates aspiration as well as 
intelligence. As a consequence there are 
few Americans who are content to fill what 
they regard as the humbler vocations of life. 

‘“* Now, these relations are the natural 
fruits of the conditions whence they have 
sprung up. The most dominant character- 
istic of the history of civilization has been 
the struggle for the establishment of indi- 
vidual liberty. Are there limits beyond 
which one must not go in the exercise of this 
liberty? In the domain of education is it 
proper that a man shall not be at liberty to 
acquire more than a certain amount of 
ability and information? Can there be any 
limit to the accumulation of property? The 
right to exemption from control is as abso- 
lute in the one cage as in the other.”’

Physician at the Boston Uni- 
versity Medical School, 


Roston, Mass., Dec. 20.—[Special.1—lIt 
seems not altogether improbable that in 
the investigation of the X rays there has 
been discovered am extra sense, cra fifth 
sense. for the blind; and if for the blind 
then, possibly, another, or a sixth sense, for 
those who can see. 

For a few wecks a great variety of ex- 
periments have been carried on at the Dos- 
ton University ‘Medical School with Dr. 
James R. Cocke, the results of which have 
been most wonderful. The ddctor is an emi- 
nent physician, Leing a graduate of both 
the Boston University Medical School and 
the Harvard Medical Sctiool, an ¢Xpert in 
psychology~eand~hy pnetiem as well-as -kin- 
dred subjects; and, having become blind 
from the very‘earliest infancy, his facuities 
and senses. ha been trained to the finest 
point. : 

Two evenings have been devoted to tests 
with Dr. Cocke, and from them it is believed 
by some of those who witnessed them that it 
is possible by means of the X ray to so train 
the blind in mental perception that they 
ean distinguish mentally the very let- 
ters upon a  ,screen. The. experi- 
ments which have been already made have 
demonstrated that fetters cut out of foil 
and pasted on paper can be distinguished 
and identified by Dr. Cocke with unvarying 
accuracy and without apparent effort on 


his part.

Tribune.J—Is there not danger that THE

Now that the purchase of silver bullion 
has ceased and there is no danger from that 
source, it would seem that there is scarcely 
any possibility of the endless chain process 
being set in motion again. Especially if the

The fact that from 1879 to 1893 no trouble 
was experi in maintaining the re- 
serve seems to argue against the idea that 
all the trouble we have had recently, or any 
considerable portion of ft, arose from the 
legal tenders.

lantic all the time. During some months of 
the year it moves east, and during others 
west. Far the years 1879-92 the imports of 
gold exceeded the exports largely, but the 
exports amounted to 387 millions. All that 
gold shipped across the Atlantic during 


’ those years was obtained by the shippers 


from the banks, which did not draw it out of 
the Treasury. For the withdrawals amount- 
ed to only 43 millions. 

But in the following four and one-quarter 
years the gold shipments footed up 378.mill- 
ions. The banks supplied that gold, but it 
came out of the Treasury vaults, and not out 
of their own. They drew out of the Treas- 
ury all the gold they needed. That is why 
the withdrawals ran up to 497 millions. In 
a word, the duty of supplying gold for the 
settlement of international trade balances 
was shifted by the banks in 1803 from their 
shoulders to those of the government. 

Doubtless the correspondent knows how 
poorly equipped the General Government 
was and is for the discharge of the duty 


thus suddenly thrust upon it. Obliged as 


it is to reissue the greenbacks when re- 
deemed, it has to get the gold with which to 
reredeem them when reissued. The only 
way in which President Cleveland could get 
that gold was by selling “coin” bonds, 
which breught less than they would other- 
wise, because those who gave gold for them 
knew they would be redeemed in 50-cent sil- 
ver dollars in the event of. the election ofa 
Popocrat or Populist President. The free 
silverites disputed the authority of the 
President to sell those bonds, and his own 
party repudiated his action. But had he not 
sold those bonds under an old law the stock 
of gold would have been exhausted, the 
currency would have dropped to a silver 
basis, anil the Bryanites would have been 
happy. There was no other way in which 
he could. have obtained the gold he needed. 
If the use of the greenbacks is to be con- 
tinued what precautions shall be adopted to 
make their use safe? Does the correspond- 
ent think it dangerous for the Republican 
party to discuss that question? Suppose 
the banks decline to reassume voluntarily 
the duty of supplying gold when needed. 
They gave it up at a time when the revenues 
were ample. They may not care to under- 
take it again when the revenues are suf- 
ficient. It is true they gave it up while the 
government was buying silver. The silver 
purchases have been stopped, but six mill- 
ion voters are demanding the free coinage of 
silver. That does not encourage bankers. 
Supposing the importers still look to the 
government for gold. Then, if the balance 
of trade’ should run against this country, 
they would draw gold out of the Treasury 
with greenbacks. Supposing there were to 
be a financial flurry in Europe, as when the 
Barings came to grief. Holders of Ameri- 
can securities would send them here to 
realize om them. The gold to pay for them 
would come out of the Treasury. A war in 


‘Europe or a conflict between the United 


States and some foreign power would mean 
a demand on the Treasury for gold. 

Prior to 1893 the uses to which the grecn- 
backs could be put never had occurred to 
bankers or others. They know now what 
can be done. Who will go their security 
that they will net practice again what they 
have learned? Is not it well for the Repub- 
lican patty to consider whether it can af- 
ford to take any chances. Where the sound- 
ness of the currency is at stake political ex- 


'pediéncy, if nothing more, dictates absolute 


security. 
The greenbacks are expensive as currency. 


They are costing 4 per cent a year. They 
are unsafe, because they entangle the gov- 
ernment in a business with which it ought 
to have nothing to do—supplying gold for 
commercal purpeses. 

As fast as the banks turn in greenbacks 
they shguld be given for them long-term, 
low-interest bonds. Against those bonds 
they can issue notes and thus dispose of 
that bugbear of contraction. Then the na- 
tional bainks will have more notes out. What 
of that? The government has lost money 
on the greenbacks. It has made 130 millions 
off the national banks.

Of the proceeds of the 262 millions of bonds 
sold by President Cleveland a portion went 
to defray the current expenses of the gov- 
ernment, but all the bonds were sold primari- 
ly to replenish the gold reserve with which to 
redeem greenbacks. There would have been 
no law for the sale of honds and no bonds 
sold but for the existence of the greenbacks. 
The correspondent must not lose sight of 
the fact that the greenbacks are a debt, and 
the ugliest kind of a debt—one which is pay- 
able on demand and which the government 
must be ready to meet or suffer the conse- 
quences. But to be always in readiness 
must cost something. From 1879 to 188% it 
cost the government the interest on nearly 
100 millions of 4 per cent bonds. When it 
was discovered after 1891, at home and 
abroad, how easily the greenbacks can be 
used to drain off our stock of gold and trans- 
fer it te the custody of European banks, a 
blow was struck at the credit of the gov- 
ernment. It became apparent that more pro- 
tection was needed and more bonds had to 
be sold, thus swelling the cost of the green- 
backs. They should be canceled before 
they become yet more expensive and before 
any more raids are made on the Treasury.

SECURITIES SHOW DECLINES ON THE 
CUBAN RESOLUTIONS.

Business Situation Is Complicated by 
the Actjon of the Senate Committee 
-—How War Would Affect Corpora- 
tions—Chicago Clearings Make 
Good Comparison with Other Cities 
—Changes in Stock Exchange Rules 
—Holiday Duliness in Jobbing Lines 


There is a new complication to harass 
business and to interfere with trade. Con- 
gress now has before it resolutions recog- 
nizing the independence of Cuba, and it is 
probable within the next two weeks de- 
cisive action will be taken by both the Sen- 
ate and the Heuse on the Cuban question. 
There is no doubt all this talk about recog- 
nizing the independence of Cuba and a pos-’ 
Sible war between this country and Spain 
as a result is having its effect upon many 
classes of business. When it became known 
on Friday the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations had determined to report favor- 
ably the Cameron resolution there was al- 
most a panic in the New York stock market. 
Prices dropped from 1 to 4 points, and, 
though there was a slight recovery, at the 
close stocks were off from opening prices.

Saturday, however, showed an improve- 
ment and a sirengthening throughout the 
list of active stocks. 

The course of the stock market on the ru- 
mors from Washington gives evidence of 
how all securities are affected by such ac- 
tion as this of the Senatorial committee. If 
the United States should have war with 
Spain there would undoubtedly be cause for 
a decline in some securities. There are other 
securities, however, which would be helped, 
while in a majority of the stocks traded in 
there would be no appreciable difference in 
earnings or in expenses as the result of 
trouble with Spain. The railroads, if any 
difference was shown in their feceipts, would 
probably find an increase in freight business. 
War with Spain would be an awful thine, 
perhaps, but it would not be likely to affect 
the passenger —s of the City railway nor 
seriously interfere with the earnings of the 
Diamond Match company. There would 


/probably be a demand for the manufactured 


product of the American Spirits Manufac- 
turing company, notwithstanding the fact 
of our warships doing battle with those of 
Spain upon the high seas and notwithstand- 
ing a sanguinary conflict between the troops 
of the United States and those of his Majesty 
the King of Spain in the hills around 
Havana. 


Would Increase Demand for Money. 


Advantage is always taken of any such 
situation: as that of the present to depress 
the price of securities. Gold bearing bonds 
issued by a municipal corporation or by a 
State are made to suffer because there is talk 
of war. Any one who will stop for a moment 
to give the matter serious thought would 
hardly consider a bond issued by the City 
of Chicago of less real value in the event of 
war than it would beintime of peace. There 
is of course the demand for money which 
makes any sort of security less valuable, 
but corporations will continue to do busi- 
ness and to make or lose money whether 
Spain and the United States come to blows 
or whether white winged peace continues to 
hover over this country. 

The United States is a great Nation. As 


‘ghown in THE TRIBUNE last week, there has 


been exported from the United States during 
the eleven months ending Nov. 30 $622,503,660 
in excess of imports for the same period. In 
ordinary times such a showing as this would 
have a considerable effect upon the value of 
speculative securities. No one seems at the 
present time to notice these fundamental 
statistics, which mark the foundation of a 
nation’s business prosperity. A man who 
has an income of $5,000 and spends $3,000 
might be considered to be prosperous. A 
nation which sells in a year nearly $300,000,- 
000 of goods ih excess of all it buys is on the 
same line of reasoning a prosperous nation. 
For the same eleven months in 1895 this 
country -bought in foreign markets $7,137,- 
281 in excess of all it sold. Surely there is 
good cause for congratulation in these fig- 
ures. At the same time ‘our gold importa- 
tions have exceeded our exports by $43,860,- 
489, and we now have a gold reserve of 
nearly $135,000,000. With a balance in trade 
in favor of this country and with a big gold 
reserve all of the evidences of real prosper- 
jty are present. Even a war with Spain, ifit 
shouid come, is not likely to seriously affect 
the financial standing of this Nation. The 
United States is one of the richest nations in 
the world, and it has an indebtedness which is 
much smaller in comparison than that of the 
principal nations of Europe. There is no 
country in the world which is today better 
able to yphold its dignity even in war than 
the United States. 


Chicago’s Good Clearings Record. 


The holiday dullness continues to affect 
all classes of trade. For the week cnding 
Friday clearings in the principal cities in the 
United States showed a decrease of 8.7 per 
cent compared with the figures of the corre- 
sponding week in last year. Chicago makes 
the best showing of any of the principal 
cities of the country. There was shown a 
decrease of only 1.7.per cent in the clearings 
of Chicago as compared with a decrease of 
11.1 per cent in New York, a decrease of 2.2 
per cent in Boston, and a decrease of 12.6 
per cent in .& delphia. The decrease in 
the clearings” né five firincipal cities in 
Canada is shown to be exactly the same as 
the decrease in Chicago—1.7 per cent. Kan- 
sas City is the only city in the Uhited States 
having clearings in excess of ‘$10,000,000 
which shows an increase, and it shows only 
.¥ per cent over the figures for the corre- 
sponding week in last year. 

The local stock ‘market is still dull and 
featureless. Stocks’ were steady up to Fri- 
day, when there were declines shown in two 
or three of the principal securities. ‘there 
was a further decline on Saturday, but it 
was not a marked one. The rules of the 
Chicago Stock Exchange seem in fair way to 
be amended. Some of the brokerage houses 
have refused to transact any business under 
the account system of trading, and a move- 
ment was started two weeks ago to either do 
away with account trading altogether or tc 
abolish the substitution sheet. At the meet- 
ing of the Governing committee last Wednes- 
day a special committee of five was ap- 
pointed to report on needed revision at a 
special meeting to be held on Wednesday of 
this week. Account trading may not be done 
away with, but the sentiment seems to be in 
favor of doing away with the present system 
of substituting principals to a transaction. 
Other changes may also be recommended. 


Holiday Duliness Among Jobbers. 


Holiday dullness was the feature in job- 
bing lines of general merchandise. In dry 
ae there were still belated orders for holl- 

ay lines, but otherwise the market was 
quiet.

Re- 
valilers’ stocks are moderate, and whiie their 
disposition is to purchase conservatively, the 
demand bids fair to continue good. The 
weather is not all that could be desired, but 
when once a cold period’ sets in, or snowy 
weather, a sudden and heavy demand for 
rubber goods and ail kinds of footwear is 
almost certain to materialize. 

Continued quietude marks the trade in 
wool. Business is not up to the average for 
this season of the year. Holders are easy 
in their ideas and some are granting conces- 
sions from the regular market. There is no 
prospect of legislative relief at present and 
this leaves the market in a listless state. 
Fair quantities of woo! are being purchased 
abroad for manufacture here. Stocks of 
wool to be carried over will be very heavy 
and possibly the heaviest ever known. Man- 
ufacturers are talking in a somewhat pes- 
simistic strain. 

Coal merchants complained of unfavorable 
weather. Conditions gave rise to unusual 
dullness for this season of the year. Whole- 
salers are taking from the mines as little 
coal as possible. Concessions are made from 
the regular schedule prices, but no large 
contracts are attracted by the cutting. 


Crop Seare Versus War Scare. 


Crop damage reports and the prospect of 
difficulties arising out of the recognition of 
Cuba’s independence have played against 
each other as market factors, with the re- 
sult that May wheat closed on Saturday 
within a fraction of the opening price last 
Monday. There were numerous dispatches 
telling of damage by cold weather and by 
Hessian fly from portions of Missouri, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, and Ohio. They were not cred- 
ited, appearing, as they did, so soon after the 
government report making the winter wheat 
condition the finest on record. Experts 
claim that, while development of insect dam- 
age is possible at this season, it is not prob- 
able. Reports of cold weather damage do 
not carry conviction with the people who 
have imagined that conditions were almost 
ideal, and who know the nature of the win- 
ter wheat plant. 

One of the characteristics of news on crop 
scares was illustrated during the week. The 
complaints of damage are always more 
promptly sent from the country thag the 
denials. The most influehtial reports were 
several telegrams from Indiana and Ohio 
millers. They were received in response to 
an inquiry sent out by a local cash grain 
dealer. They were quite sensational in their 
discription of damage. Two days later the 
mail advices from the people who have not 
become alarmed began coming in, and, while 
a little late, by far outnumbered the bullish 
dispatches. The prospect of complications 
with Spain had immediate effect on stocks, 
and by sympathy caused depression in spec- 
ulative produce markets. All the lost 
ground was recovered, however, on the fail- 
ure of Liverpool to be stampeded. 


Liverpool Market Is Independent. 


Liverpool has been acting independent of 
American markets, not only in ruling steady 
on the Cuban weakness, but in breaking 
sharply during the week in spot wheat. 
Evidently the foreigners are not going to 
become excited over the question of supplies 
forssome time. They take the most sensa- 
tional estimates and statistics apathetically 
and seem inclined to play a waiting game. 
The statistics, domestic as well as foreign, 
referring to supplies are generally favorable 
to holders. A settlement of the cpen ques- 
tion of Argentine surplus will be one of the 
factors which will count in determining. the 
course of prices in the early future. Crop 
damage reports may govern, but the trade 
will take more stock in next spring’s pros- 
pects than in those of the early winter. 

The speculative corn market was in the 
dumps. Outside interest appears to have 
deserted the trade. Scalpers operated to a 
moderate extent, but there was not enough 
incentive to activity to admit even of a pro- 
fessional business of any snap. Receipts con- 
tinued light to the last day of the week, but a 
promise of colder weather is expected to <a the 
corn to grade better and increase receipts. hip- 
pers are anxious for a heavier movement, as they 
helieve it would create a better demand, and good 
round lot sales could be made. Exports for the 
week were fairly liberal at 2.814.000 bu, althovgh 
smaller than during the previous week. Argentine 
shipments were aleo heavy at 1,813,000 bu, com- 
pared with 496,000 bu for the same week last 
year. ; 

The oats market presented @ lively activity. 
The bear party pursued the pounding tacitcs noted 
during the previous week. Heavy receipts acted 
as a weight that gradually weakened the market, 
and on Saturday May closed at the lowest point 
of the week. at 198%c asked. In the cash market 
dificulty was experienced in taking care of the 
large quantities of thin oats and weakness ruled. 


Eastern shipment. In spite of the easiness of the 
situation the bears do not show a disposition to 
grow very venturesome. They were inciined to 
cover on each slight depression. Bearish tectics 
failed to bring out many long oats. Baldwin- 
Farnum are holding their line intact, but bought 
no more during the last two days of the week.

BEGIN MINING COPPER IN ALABAMA. 


} Eastern Capitalists Form a Company 
with $3,000,000 Capital 
Stock. 


Montgomery, Ala, Dec. 20.—[{Special.]—

Randolph and Talladega Counties, but the 
development has been made in a small and 
rather experimental way. The formation 
of a company, however, with a capital. of 
$3,000,000 is announced, the money being 
furnished by capitalists in the East.

‘Hill Mining company, and D. W. Detrick 
will be superintendent of- fits operations in 
Alabama. The ores will be minied, smelted, 
amd milled on the ground. 


NEW MARKET FOR FILLED CHEESE. 


Foreign Demand Leads to a Revival of 
the Industry. 

As a result of the Congressional laws 
affecting the manufacture of filled cheese 
the figures on file in the local Internal Rey- 
enue office indicate that hardly 10 per cent 
of the former business is now being done, 
The year previous to Sept. 1, when the act 
of Congress went into effect, 15,000,000 
pounds were made, yielding a revenue of 
$1,000,000 and keeping thirty factories busy. 
A foreign market has been created, and 
since September three factories have quali- 
fied to Collector Mize. They expect during 
the coming year to make 1,500,000 pounds.

New York and Illinois—A Senatorial 
Parallel. 

The contrast between the situation as re- 
gards the Senatorship in New York and that 
in Illinois is most striking. In each State 
the Republicans have secured the Legislat- 
ure which will choose a successor to a Demo- 
cratic incumbent. In each State a Repub- 
lican machine improved the engrossment of 
the public mind with the issue of the national 
finances ng the campaign to secure the 
nomination as members of the Legislature 
of men upén whom it thought it coula de- 
pend after their election. In each State the 
Republican victory on the national issue 
swept into the Legislature a large Repub- 
fican majority, made up in great measure of 
men who were either under obligations to 
the party machine or at least in sympathy 
with FH. In each State the success of the 
party was no sooner achieved than the ma- 
chine brought forward its candidate for the 
Senatorship. In each State he was a man 
most objectionable to the decent men who 
had elected the Republican members of the 
Legislature—in New York, Tom Platt; in 
Illinois, Ald. Madden. In each State the 
“ organization ’’ manifested utter contempt 
for criticism of its choice, and declared its 
firm purpose to elect its man, no matter what 
the public might say about it. 

Thus far the parallel is complete. But here 
the resemblance between the two situations 
ends. In New York the decent element in 
the party suggests an ideal candidate for the 
Senatorship, and then proceeds to “‘ depre- 
cate personalities,”’ to announce that it will 
not tolerate any ‘“‘ personal attack ”’ on the 
candidate of the machine, to serve notice 
that nobody who wants to beat Platt must 
say a word against Platt. In Illinois, on the 
other hand, the people who oppose the clec- 
tion’of Madden as Senator declare thatthey 
oppose him because he is an unfit man for 
the office. They maintain that his record 
shows him to be a*ward politician of a low 
and corrupt type. They cite the evidence of 
his baseness, giving chapter and verse. ‘They 
organize to accomplish his defeat. - They 
have already held a public meeting of pro- 
test In his own ward. They have engaged 
the Auditorium for a great assembly of the 
intelligence of the city to hear speeches by 
eminent men in which Madden’s unfitness 
for the Senatorship shall be specifically set 
forth, and steps shall be taken to show the 
Legislature what the decent people of the 
city think of the scheme to give him the 
office. In short, the anti-Madden people in 
IHinois have gone to work to beat Madden 
in the only way that a machine candidate 
ever was beaten or ever will be beaten—by 
exposing him and frightening the machine 
into dropping him.
